WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.— As a suli.-ti- 


tute for the Foraker resolution and the 
Lodge amendment thereto^Senntor Knox 
has prepared' a resolution which it is ex- 
pected Senator Lodge •\yould introduce 
today. The resolution folows: 


"Resolved, That the committee on mil- 


itary affairs be, and thereby is authoriz- 
ed to make inquiry and take testimony 
in regard to the affray at Brownsville, 
Texas, on the1 night of August ,13, 1906, 
and that it be and hereby is, authorized 
to send for persons and papers and ad- 
minister oaths to report thereon by bill 
or otherwise." 


The effect of the substitute would be 


to leave* to the committee on military 
affairs the question of 'deciding' -whether 
the president has authority to issue tho 
order discharging negro troops, as well 
as to inquire 'into the ' disturbance at 
Brownsville, and it is not believed that 
Senator Foraker will consent to the 
ndoption of this resolution .as- a substi- 
tute for his own. 
' 


"FULL MOUSE" IX SENATE. 


The. galleries, of >the senate were occu- 


pied to their capacity ,-in anticipation of 
further 'discussion o"f thtf Foraker reso- 
lution respecting the Brownsville negro 
troop investigation dud because of the 
notice by Sinator Geftrin that he would 
discuss the Japanese1, question.. At the 
conclusion of routine business Senator 
Lodge called up the Foraker resolution 
nnd said that he should follow Mr. Gear- 
in's Japanese speech with remarks on the 
amendment he Imd offered to the For- 
nker resolution, which amendment recog- 
nizes- the constitutional and legal au- 
thority of the president to. take tho ac- 
tion he did i'u discharging the negro 
troops. Senntor Foraker deprecated Jc- 
luy. in the consideration of his resolution. 


MAY VISIT BROWNSVILLE, 


Preliminary to his dissussion of the 


Brownsville incident in the senate to- 
dny. Senator Lodge presented his substi- 
tute- resolution, prepared by Senator 
Knox confining the proposed senate in- 
quiry to the "affray" at Brownsville nnd 
eliminating any review of the 
presi- 


dent's action. • He accepted Mr. Culber- 
soii'3 amendment authorizing the com- 
mittee to visit Brownsville II 'it ilesired. 


Mr. Lodge followed 
Ser.ator 'Geai'in, 


vho had concluded a two hour speech on 
the Japanese question. The galleries, 
including thnt' reserved for the 'diplomat- 
ic corps, were crowded and'. many people 
stood in line for admission in the cor- 
ridors. 


Mr. Lodge said in part: 


THE QUESTIONS OF FACT. 


"Two questions are here,- involved, a 


question of fact and a question of law. 
They are entirely 'distinct, they ought to 
bo settled' separately .and neither should 
be permitted to cloud or obsuro the oth- 
or in the pubiic ini'ml. Tho question of 
fact may be stated in this. There wns 
shooting" in the streets of Brownsville 
on the night of August 13, 1000, houses 
wre fired into, one man. was killed and 
the lieutenant of- police 'had his horse 


Bhol from under him and was so s<ivcre- 
ly .wounded in the arm that, amputation 
•was necessary. This shooting was done 
by some one, it wo? done either by Unit- 
ed States soldiers from FortVBrown, or 
l,y inhabitants of the town of Browns- 
ville. The president, the secretary 
of 


war and the officer* of the nrmy detail- 
«d to inquire into the affair has decided 
that the shooting was done by -the Bol- 
<!icrs and furnish testimony to nustain 
their opinion. The constitution league, 
defending . the soldiers, deny that 
the 


shooting wns done by them and assert 
that it was done by-, the citizens of 
Brownsville disguised in cast off uniforms 
of the troops and provided, with explod- 
ed shells from the government ranges 
who committed thin outrage for the pur- 
pose of casting odium on .fhs. itroop* of 
Fort Brown. One of these ' two-.' proposi- 
tions must be proved.

PRESIDENT'S INHERENT RIGHT. 


"The question .of law is whether the 


president in dismisiing these companies 
without honor exceeded his; jpowers un- 


der the law and the constitution. 
The 


constitution niades the -president com- 
mander in chief of the army and navy of 
the United States and. congress is given 
authority ;tQ make rules for the gov- 
ernment and regulation, of the land and 
naval forces.' The commander in chief 


• linn, ns such, the right inherent in his 


office to punish or discharge- except so 
far ns it is .limited or regulated by 'the 
law making power which has enacted the 
articles," 


IS PRESIDENT'S RIGHT\ 


"The dishonorable discharge can only 


be given by sentence of a court martial, 
the honorable discharge -can,, of course, 
be given by the commanding officer, but 
there is another discharge described as 
the 'discharge without honor' which is 
not limited to the action of a court mar- 
ti.il and which comes within the discre- 
tion of the president, the secretary of 
war and the commanding officer. 
The 


regulation as to the discharge without 
honor shows as explicitly as language 
can ffla large power of the commander in 
chief to order such discharges. In some 
form thia power of summary discharge 
by the commander in chief has always 
existed .and been exercised. 


"There can be no doubt whatever that 


the power of summary dismissal was in- 
herent in the office of commander in 
chief when the president was invested by 
the 
constitution 
with that office and 


there has never been any fittempt on the 
part of congress to prevent or interfere 
with the exercise of this authority. En- 
listment is a contract. and has, been so 
held by the supreme court of the United 
States and it is a contract terminable at 
will by the government. This is all that 
is done when a soldier is 
discharged 


without honor. The commander in chief 
or his representatives terminates 
the 


contract of enlistment. 


NECESSARY FOR DISCIPLINE. 
"The theory thnt the president's power 


of removal could be limited was debated 
from the foundation of the government 
until under Andrew Johnson the tenure 
of office net was passed. It was found 


| impossible to 'condribt the government 
' under such limitation^ and the act WHS 


modified under Grant and repealed,' under 
Cleveland. I believe it to have been un- 
constitutional, but. that it was impracti- 
cable •

HOW REDS FOILED NOOSE 


Forged Signature of Official 


Commuting Death Penalty 


to Imprisonment. 


ODESSA, Jan. 7.—Six terrorists have 


been saved from tlie gallows by resource- 
ful revolutionists here, who conceived 
the bold plan of utilizing the official ciph- 
er to -hoodwink the governor 
general. 


The terrorists had been tried by court 
martial and sentenced to death, and were 
awaiting execution when the governor 
general received a cipher telegram from1 


St. Petersburg, apparently bearing the 
signature of General Pavloff, the mili- 
tary procurator, conveying the emperor's 
order to commute the death sentence to 
hard labor for life. The order was offic- 
ially put in force, but the 
authorities 


have now ascertained that it was a clever 
forgery on the part of revolutionists who 
by some means obtained access to the 
governmental private code and success- 
fully utilized it. According to the Rus- 
sian la\v, prisoners cannot be executed 
once their sentences have been officially 
commuted.

present warm weather in this city and 
the extreme cold weather in -othei1 'por- 
tions of the country he said thnt it 'crfn 
be ascribed to the lake alone.-. As the 
water Is a great storehouse of heat .thu 
weather here, during the first part...o.f 
-the winter is considerably warnior than, 
western states, farther away*from its in- 
fluences. Our coldest weather is. general-, 
!y always during the months of I'ebjuary 
and March and this is caused'by tlie fact, 
that the supply .of heat in .the waters, of 
the lake are being almost exhausted. Ifor. 
the same reason it is cooler here in sum- 
mer as. the cold stored in the vast body 
of water is exhausted gradually. Dur- 
ing the latter part of -the summer the 
heat on land here is considerably greater, 
the water'having exhausted it* cooling 
influence. At no place is this more no- 
ticeable than right in Raoine for the rea- 
son that she is so far out in the lake.

DECEMBER LIKE SUMMER. 


The average temperature during the 


month of December, as contained in the 
monthly summary of the United States 
weather bureau shows the past month 
to have been one of./ almost summery 
warmth and establishing a record, that 
could it be maintained, would give Ra- 
cine a reputation as a winter resort, 
comparing with many southern states. 
The average temperature of the month 
was 29.8 degrees, just cold enough to be 
pleasant without any disagreeable super- 
fluity of-coats and wraps. 
The coldest 


clny was on the seventh of the month 
when the thermometer dropped to five 
degrees above zero. That this wns but 
a tomporniy drop, however, is shown by 
the fact that one week -later, on the four- 
teenth, the warmest day as experienced1, 
when the mercury ranged to 48 degrees 
above, giving a mean' maximum tempera- 
ture of 36.4 degrees. 


'PRECIPITATION 1.44 INCHES. 
Although December is usually consid- 


ered one of the stormiest months of the 
winter, there wns almost no snow dur- 
ing the. period, the nmount falling not be- 
ing considered of sufficient importance 
.to warrant its being .recorded.-and al- 
though seventeen, of .tlic thirty-one days 
were cloudy nnd two partly cloudy, the 
total precipitation for the month was 
only a, little more than one incii-r-1.44 
inches precisely. Twelve d«ys were clear, 
warm and.sunshiny.

Twelve hun- 
red residents .of Boston, have/been sum- 
icned into court as a result of the con- 
rovcrsy between DLitrict. Attorney John 
f oran and Police.:Commissioncr Stephen 
J'Meara over the alleged violations of 
he Sunday statutes. The decisions of 
special Justice Duff, who vaa assigned 
o try the cases, were many and varied. 
The court found; for instance, that the 
ransfcr of scenery and other theatrical 
•fleets from theaters, after midnight of 
Saturday is not a work of necessity, 
vliich is permitted under the statutes. 


The collection of offal from hotels on 


Sunday was declared unlawful on the 
tinction that it was collected, not be- 
cause it.was necessary feed for the swine 
but because of the probability that it 
ivould spoil and become useless an a pro- 
duct if not collected 'on the Sabbath. 


The playing of. orchestras in the ho- 


tels of Boston on Sunday is unlawful and 
must be discontinued. Boston must do 
without ice cream that is delivered on 
Sunday. 


Justice Duff left for the consideration 


of the entire municipal bench the far 
reaching .question of whether the trans- 
fer of personal baggage by express com- 
panies on Sundays U legal, but ruled pro- 


isionally that the transfer of a casket 
on the Sabbath was unlawful unless it 
•was intended for the immediate use of 
tlie dead.

The 
dead bodies of thirteen of the men and 
fifteen injured workmen have been re- 
covered. An embankment had collapsed, 
burying two men. To rescue them large 
parties of other laborers employed along 
the line were immediately set to work 
and a wide pit was dug in which.wave 
about fifty men. when the overhanging 
hillside fell, burying forty of the. labor- 
ers under masses of earth.

WIIL CENTER EFFORTS 


ON THE THAIER BILL 


Plan to Create $1,000 license for Mil- 


waukee and $500~for State-The 


Measure Failed in!"Lower 


House Last Year. 


Says the Milwaukee Sentinel today: 
Warfare against the saloon- will be 


waged in, the legislature this season by 
the Wisconsin Anti-Salooty league. In 
addition, advocates of higher license-are 
expected to introduce measures at Mad- 
ison making the fee for Milwaukee $1,- 
000 and for the state a rate of $300 for 
beer and. $500 in general. 


: The anti-saloon league has again pre- 
pared the famous Thd^er hill of last 
year which in.brief empowers a locality 
and not a common council to say wheth- 
er or not a license to sell liquor shall be 
issued. F. C. Weed, the state attorney 
of the league,.is already in Madison ar- 
ranging an energetic plan of campaign. 


HOPE TO PASS THAYER-.BILL., 
The Thayer bill, introduced by-Assem- 


blyman jThaycr of Chippewa,~pasBed th» 
senate last year and failed in the assem- 
bly by'brie vote. ' The league men de- 
clare that the defeat of the '•' measure 
came about through a parliamentary 
technicality backed by the ruling of the 
speaker!'. This year,- they claim1; thnt the 
bill can be surely passed in the senate 
and that from information received con- 
cerning the opinions of the new mem- 
bers of assembly.-- there is every reason 
to believe that- the lower house will also 
give its assent to the measure'. 


The bill is of twelve sections and pro- 


vides that if a majority of the qualified 
electors of a definitely defined^ residence 
district shall file before May 15 of any 
year a remonstrance objecting to the 
granting of license to sell intoxicating 
liquors within such district thnt it shall 
be unlawful for the board or council of 
the town, village or city to grant such 
license until a counter petition signed 
"by:--a majority of the district electors 
shall be filed asking that such license be 
issued!. 


SIZE OF. THE DISTRICTS. . 


Residential districts affected- by .the 


act are to contain not less than 100 nor 
more than 1,000 .electors, and arc not to 
include sections where over 50. per cent 
is devoted to commercial purposes. Parks 
and educational, religious, charitable and 
agricultural propevties are considered as 
residential. 


Remonstrances against license 
issu- 


ance are. to be published. Appeal.taken 
irom remonstrance action or counter ac- 
tion must-be preceded by the filing of. a 
bond: in- 5100. Persons dealing in liquor 
following the filing of a remonstrance 
are-deemed guilty of misdemeanor. 
LEAGUE TO CENTER, ITS EFFORT. 
"The Thayer bill is the. only measure 


to which the Wisconsin anti-saloon lea- 
gue is committed this session," said T. 
M. Have, state superintendent, yester- 
<lny. "The county option bill is a good 
measure, but it is tji.e policy of the lea- 
gue to concentrate its efforts where pub- 
lic sentiment is strongest. We do not 
think that there is that unanimity of 
sentiment about the county bill that 
would warrant us taking it up. Perhaps 
there will be later on. 


SAYS MEASURE IS RIGHT. 


"The Thayer bill is right beyond all 


qusstion. People move to 
res-idential 


districts to get away from the saloon 
and find the saloon follows them 'up to 
disturb their quiet and the residential 
section generally. Property owners and 
electors should have a right to protest 
againet this. Experience shows that a 
common council is naturally pro-saloon. 
Protests may be made against issuing li- 
censes, but when it comes right down to 
the yes or no of it, the council says yei.

ADVANCE DECISIONS, 


The decision of Judge Evans at Louis- 


ville and of Judge McCall of Memphis, 
both Federal judges, that the employers 
liability feature of the rate law -was,un- 
constitutional, will attract serious at- 
tention. The essence of these decisions 
is that this liability feature is not in- 
terstate commerces as the constitution 
intends as-to interstato commerce, and 
therefore congress can not so legislate. 
Judge Evans held the liability, law was 
fatally defective because it created and 
imposed a certain liability upon com- 
mon carriers of the described class re- 
garding their relations with employers, 
without any presumption as to prescrib- 
ing rules for carrying on traffic and com- 
merce between states. 


Judge McCall held in about the same 


way, saying: 
"My conclusion is that 


congress is not authorized to enact this 
legislation, for'the reason that the rela- 
tion to their employes of common car- 
riers, engaged in interstate trade, and 
their liability to them in damages for 
-injuries sustained in their employment 
as the result of negligence of any of its

State or Territory or 
the District of Columbia or from any 
foreign country or shipment to .any 
foreign country of any article .of food 
or drugs which js "adulterated or mis- 
branded within the meaning of that act.
